guards, and it was their belief 
that they could maintain their 


, position for an indefinite period. 
They are armed with modern 
rifles and a rapid-fire gun. 


At 11 o'clock Sheriff Hill reported 


to the military authorities that he 
and his men had been unable, to enter 
the miners' camp and up to that time 
had been unabie to ascertain whether 
the firing: last night had resulted In 
death or injury to any of the campers. 


CONDITIONS CRITICAL. 


Conditions are critical in Paint and 
Cabin creeks; Kanawha county, where 
a coal strike has been on over a year. 
A Chesapeake and 
Ohio passenger 
train was fired on late yesterday, the 
town of Mucklow. W. Va., was riddled 
with btillets and a physician, accom- 
panied by a 
dying- patient driving 
through the district, was fired upon. 
When tho physician with his patient 
arrived at a hospital the patient was 
dead. 


Tho train ran for half a mile under 


fire. The engineer and two passengers 
were injured. 
At Mucktown a ma- 
jority of the houses bear bullet marks, 
but no one was Injured there.

LONDON, Feb. 8.—Fifteen thou- 


sand Turks killed and ten thousand 
taken prisoners was the reported re- 
sult of a terrible battle fought on the 
peninsula of Gallipoli today. 


The sensational report of the Turk- 


ish defeat at the hands of Bulgarian 
troops was published In Berlin this 
morning, but received no official con- 
firmation. 


It is doubted here whether such a 


battle could have been fought and 
such a victory won without Bulgarian 
headquarters' hastening 
officially to 


notify the world. 
Montenegro. like all the rest of the 
belligerents in 
the Balkan war, Is 
badly in need of funds. The govern- 
ment at Cetttnje Is now trying to place 
a 'snialPshort -term 4ssue here, but'An.6 
financiers have barred their doors and 
resolutely refuse to give any assist- 
ance which might prolong the fighting. 


TO RESUME NEGOTIATIONS. 
SOFIA, Feb. 8.—The negotiations 
between Bulgaria and Boumania on 
the frontier question will be resumed 
here. Dr. Daneff, who was head of 
the Bulgarian peace delegation In 
London, and M. Sarafoff, former min- 
ister to Turkey, have been appointed 
as1 Bulgarian delegates for tha negoti- 
ations, and M. Ghihka, the Roumanian 
minister to Bulgaria, probably will 
represent his country. 
The official Mir denies reports that 
more Servian troops-are being sent 
into Thrace. 
It says the Bulgarians 
are able to dispense with their assist- 
ance.' 


PREDICTS QUICK END. 


SALONIKI, Feb. 8.—M. Venizelos, 
the Greek premier, who has, been at- 
tending the peace conference in Lon- 
don, 
arrived here . yesterday and met 


with an extraordinary popular ova- 
tion. Thirty thousand persons were at 
the station to greet htm. Including 
Prince Nicholas of Greece, the mili- 
tary governor and a large assemblage 
of officials. 
Heplying to addresses of 
welcome, M. Venlzelos predicted that 
the war with Turkey would be of short 
duration. 


NEWS IS SCARCE; 


LONDON, Feb. 8.—Fighting con- 
tinues between the Turks and allies in 
southeastern Europe, but in the ab- 
sence of independent reports, the con- 
flicting accounts-from official sources 
provide no basis for critical Judgment 
of what is happening. The most In- 
teresting news of yesterday received 
here told of ^the flight of a Greek 
hydro-aeroplano over the Dardanelles. 
Rumors continue'to circulate here 


of tho approaching renewal of peace 
negotiations. 
Nothing definite 
Is 
known in this respect, but Bulgaria 
and Roumania are about to resume at 
Sofia their negotiations on the frontier 
question which recently were inter- 
rupted''^ London. 
It is understood that the last meet' 


ing of the ambassadorial conference 
discussed the Albanian question and 
the conferees argued for and against 
sending an International commission 
to delimit the frontiers of the new Al- 
banian state.

CORPORATIONS PROTEST. 


The foreign corporations set up the 


claim^that the board of equalization had 
assessed them on their gross earnings 
In the-je -were included the proceeds of 
their Interstate business. 
The largest 


corporations in this group which made 
complaint were the Pullman Company 
and the Colorado Fuel & Iron Company. 
Because of this interstate feature it was 
claimed that tho act itself was uncon- 
stitutional. 


Tho court holds in this regard that the 


board did not assess the earnings of the 
earnings of the foreign c&rpcuations and 
their Interstate business, 
but 
simply 


used their earning power, as evidenced 
by that commerce, as the basis for tax- 
ing their intangible property within the 
state. 
In these cases, therefore, the de- 


murrer to the complaint interposed by 
the attorney general, was sustained. 


IN ANOTHER GROUP. 


In connection with local corporations 


another group Is headed by tho Pacific 
Gas and Electric Company, who tlalm to 
have been assessed on gross earnings, 
Inbtead of earnings based on the differ- 
ence between the cost of production and 
the selling pilce. 
Here, Judge Stuite- 


•vant contends, that when tho boaid com- 
puted tho money 
necessarv 
for 
the 


operation expenses of the State, it adopt- 
ed the \\ordfe "gross earnings" instead of 
"net earmnKS," so that the r.ite of tax- 
ation could be fixed lower. It was ilxed 
lower than would have been possible had 
the net enrnipg<j foimed the btthls for it. 


The board, says the court, had the

Fmthcr, the decision holds that at the 
time tho Legislature adopted the word 
"franchise" it was its intention to take 
in its scope the things that the stautes 
sought to remedy.

The lattei bases itE 
claim for relief on the ground that It 
was taxed for stock which it owned in 
other banks, and those other banks had 
already been assessed, such as the Mis- 
sion Bank, which Is really a branch of 
the larger institution.

In time, when 
the city grows to be the greater Oak- 
land, other hospitals for children will be 
needed, but the good work pioneered by 
the giver of this little annex will go and 
the spirit of the beloved daughter will 
Still prompt the loving care for little 
children in the hearts of those who now 
ate called upon to do- the work. 
"During the year 1912, the total num- 


ber of patients treated were 304; girls, 
US; boys, 156; surgical cases, 268; medi- 
cal cases. 36. Total number of days' 
treatment, 1S14. Thirty per cent of the 
entire work was free. This did not In- 
clude the free care of four children for 
220 days, ill with typhoid in the other 
building. The value of the free work 
amounted to ?2D76.10 tot this year. The 
Dottle Cook Annex Is fully equipped -for 
the work which. It does. There is only 
one endowment of $3000. During 
the 
summer the interior was completely re- 
painted and put In excellent order." 


PRESENTS REPORT. 


Mrs. Reml Chabot, who has been Iden- 


tified with the work in Fabiola Hospital 
for the post 35 years, presented the fol- 
lowing report: 
"It waa 36 years ago that a staunch 


little band of workers, led by Mrs. \V. R. 
Ktrkham, foresaw- the need of a haven to 
which the sick of Oakland's worthy poor 
might turn for aid and, with faith In 
themselves and a belief, fulfilled, In the 
blg-heortedness of tHelr fellows, brought 
Into being that Institution now called 
Fabiola. 
"Looking backward more than a third 
of a ccntruy, we find that thla stalwart 
band numbered 20. Passing In review 
the span of years, with a reverence due 
the founders of such a splendid monu- 
ment, we are reminded that, one by one, 
10 -.of these pioneers of Oakland's first 
hospital have gone to a reward which 
heaven must surely have reserved for 
them. A kind Providence has permitted 
us to retain 10 of them In our midst. 
"It would be folly to proteumt that any- 
thing we might do or «ay would either 
add to or detract from that honor which 
Is theirs. Yet there seems no fltte^way 
of commencing this report" which "shall 
deal with the latest year's work of our 
beloved Institution, than to pay homage 
to the 20 nqble women who ga-va It birth.

olned with the trustees of the church in 
proposed decrees entered In the several 
courts involved. 


Coincident with this action, the Massa- 


chusetts House concurred this afternoon 
with the Senate In enabling an act which 
permits the mother church to accept and 
use the money for the advancement of 
'hrlsUan Science 
as directed 
by its 


founder. 


Four stipulations compose the decrees 


which were entered simultaneously In the 
courts of Massachusetts and New Hamp- 
shire. 
In these George W. Glover of Lead, 8. 
D., and E. J. Foster-Eddy of Waterbury, 
Vt, son and adopted son of Mrs. Eddv. 
abandoned their suits for a share In 
the estate and renounce their claims to 
money left the church.

Dissolving the Harrimaa Merger. 


Incorporating the Central Pacific in .the Union Pacific system 


is the logical outcome of the dissolution of the Union Pacific- 
Southern Pacific merger. This arrangement will give the Union 
Pacific an independent line into Oakland and San Francisco, under 
a management entirely separated from the Southern Pacific. 
Probably some of the local lines will be used by both systems 
under-trackage agreements, but the two systems will be operated 
entirely independent of each other. 


Some trackage agreement will have to be made that will 


enable the Union Pacific trains to come in here from Sacramento 
by the Benicia route. The line via Benicia and Suisun belongs 
to the Southern Pacific, while the Central Pacific owns the line 
to Sacramento via Livermore and Stockton. As the fast through 
trains will come by the shortest route, it is reasonable to expect 
that some arrangement will be made that will enable the Union 
Pacific limited and express trains to run into Oakland via Benicia. 


The gratifying feature of the new arrangements is that the 


general offices o£ the Central Pacific will remain in California, 
and the autonomy of the Central Pacific preserved. It will re- 
main a California corporation, and while it will be operated in 
conjunction with the Union Pacific, it will be under a separate 
management, with a separate set of officers. It will be a part of 
the Union Pacific system, but will have a separate entity—some- 
thing it has not had for many years. 


This will require the maintenance of separate general, ticket 


and freight offices, and of separate shops. Instead of fewer 
railway officials and employes in this State there will be more 
than at present. The new shops will necessitate the investment 
of a considerable capital and the employment of more men. 


Whether the Sacramento shops will fall to the Southern 


Pacific or the Central Pacific has not yet developed. It is to be 
hoped that the general shops required by one or the other of the 
corporations will be located in Oakland or in the immediate 
vicinity, and the Chamber of Commerce should exert itself to 
have this done. Big railroad shops employing a large number of 
mechanics would be a prize worth striving for. If either of the 
companies is to build shops, Oakland is the place to locate them. 


Had the Southern Pacific retained control of the Central Pa- 


cific, the latter corporation would have continued to control the 
Union Pacific's approach to San Francisco Bay. The dissolution 
of the merger extricates the Southern Pacific from the domina- 
tion of the Union Pacific, and creates two operating systems in 
place of the one that existed before: Force of circumstances will 
compel these systems to challenge each other for business. No 
matter who owns the stock, there will be a healthy rivalry be- 
tween the Southern and Central lines that will be beneficial in 
many ways. 


Apparently the eggs are being unscrambled in good faith and 


in accordance with the logic of circumstance. The new arrange- 
ment will give the Union Pacific one independent line to tide- 
water on San Francisco, Bay, whereas it formerly controlled two 


, lines of approach. It will strike the public as fair to all interests 


concerned, not more to the owners of stock in the two, corpora- 
tions than to the general -public. .In the struggle for business 
each line will have to bear its own burdens and meet its own 
financial obligations, and traffic will not be diverted to one line 
or the other to make a showing different from the one an un- 
trammeled movement would show.

THE TRffiUNE is under the moral necessity o¥admitting that 


it has done Senator George Hans an injustice by saying that he 
had introduced the absurd bill to establish a State 
"mating 


farm" for the scientific breeding of human beings. 


A Sacramento dispatch said Senator Hans introduced the bill 


by request. We are glad that he did not even step-father the 
ridiculous proposition, and make the correction gladly because 
we have always esteemed Senator Hans as a sensible mart and a 
capable legislator. 


It seems that some resident of Oakland sent Senator Hans 


a draft of the proposed mating farm bill, but he did not intro- 
duce it. So we did him an injustice in saying he "had assumed 
the responsibility of laying the absurd proposition before the 
Legislature. Senator Hans showed the draft to some of the news- 
paper correspondents and they sent out the erroneous statement 
"that he had introduced it. 


It is a pleasure to learn that he did not, and it gives us pleas- 


ure to acknowledge that we made a mistake that did him an injus- 
tice in the matter. It is a relief to learn that Senator Hans has 
not lapsed frpm his normal state of ^sanity. Having made this 
amend, we beg to assure the Senator of THE TRIBUNE'S in- 
creased respect.

Regulation by Skylarkin'. 


Whenever a Jim Crow statesman can think of nothing else 


queer to do, he undertakes to regulate and reform the newspa- 
pers. It is a common delusion that when a man is a failure at 
everything else he is qualified to run a newspaper or a bank, or 
instruct the publishers of newspapers how to manage their busi- 
ness. 


To this class belongs Senator Skylarkin of Tulare county, 


who is of the school of culture of the Indiana pedagogue whose 
motto was, "the more lickin' the more larnin.' " 


Senator Skylarkin has a bill to regulate the advertising (in 


newspapers) of drugs, medicines and medical treatments. 


He is evidently a friend of the bill boards and street vendors 


of cure-alls. Before he^would allow a publisher to print the ad- 
vertisement of a medical remedy or a medical practitioner, he 
would require the publisher to go out and ascertain for himself 
whether the remedy is what the advertisement represents it to 
be; he must assure himself that the doctor who advertises a spe- 
cial treatment is not a quack and his treatment a humbug. 


Publishers cannot guarantee the truth of statements made by 


advertisers. 
All Reputable publishers refuse to publish adver- 


tisements of frauds and swindles if they know them to be such, 
but in the nature of things it is impossible for them to investi- 
gate the qualifications of every -practitioner or merchant, or the 
efficacy of a medical remedy offered for sale. The sale of drugs 
and medicines is regulated by the national pure food law, but here 
comes this skylarkin statesman from Tulare county with a propo- 
sition to forbid advertising all medical remedies, good or bad. He 
proposes to make publishers responsible for the statements of ad- 
vertisers.

The skylarkin school of statesmanship is quite popular just 


now. 
Its method is to regulate corns by forbidding the newspa- 


pers to publish advertisements of corn salve. He wants to make 
every newspaper office a medical laboratory and a guarantee of- 
fice. He ought to amend his bill by requiring newspaper publish- 
ers to furnish brains for fool legislators. 


Hev. Bradford Leavitt, who has retired from the ministry to 


engage in the undertaking business, says "people should not take 
a morbid view of death. If he will cut the charges now being 
made by funeral directors he will do something toward 
the 


morbidity death usually engenders. Morbidity largely comes 
from a contemplation of the undertaker's bill.

out by Chief of Police Walter J. 
Petersen, tha new city patrol wagon 
and ambulanca constructed 
by tho 


Pope-Hartford 
Company arrived in 


Oakland yesterday .and was accepted 
for the city. 
The combination am- 


bulance anfl patrol is said to be the 
finest machine of its kind yet con- 
structed in the United States, as it is 
equipped and constructed on some- 
what different line<? from any other 
car of this character. 


The patrol is a GO-horsepower car, 


with a capacity of holdlnu 12 prison- 
irs and of traveling at 60 miles an 
hour. 
It is equipped with electric 


self-starter, ""electric lights inside and 
out and an electric searchlight. 


Two important features of the patrol 


not to be found on any other patrol 
wagon yet constructed are the movable 
floor 
and the large 
double-locked 


doors at the rear. These are both in- 
stalled on the specifications presented 
by Chief Petersen. 


The movable sliding floor makes it 


possible to handle the 
ambulance 


work of tho patrol -with the greatest 
ease. Two stretchers are provided, 
and these can be placed on the floor 
of the wagon when this Is drawn out 
and then can bo pushed back into the 
Interior of the car. 


The double doors -with locks In the 
rear of the car make it possible In 
emergencies 
for the patrolman on 


•uard at the rear to leave his post. 
None of the wagons constructed .so 
far have this feature.

sent. It is made effective January 1, 
1914. It must go to the^Senate now 
and that body is said to favor its pas- 
sage. 
The bill had been made a special 


order of business for yesterday and 
when the hour approached a strong: 
effort was made to postpone the con- 
sideration to hear the petitions of 
business men opposed to the reform. 
The postponement was defeated 
47 
to 4. Then came a proposal to amend 
so as to make the law effective De- 
cember 31, 1914, but this was beaten 
the vote Including the speaker's vote, 
being 26 to 26. one absent. Assem- 
blyman John J. Shoer of Elko county 
was carried into the chamber from a 
sick bed to save the bill. The rolt'cali 
on the bill was then taken without 
debate. 


The act passed by the Assembly pro- 
vides that Jurisdiction will arise in a 
divorce case where both parties are 
bonaflde residents of the state for 
six months, but If only one party, de- 
fendant or plaintiff, shall be a resi- 
dent, he must reside as a bona fide 
resident for one year. No change IB 
made in the several grounds for di- 
vorce. 
While the Assembly was considering 


the measure the galleries and al" 
available floor space was taken up 
by over 300 women and men, prin- 
cipally from Reno, who favored the 
reform. 
The Assembly 
which 
passed the 


measure Is overwhelmingly Demo- 
cratic, as is the Senate. 
Governor Tasker L. Oddle. Repub-

$470.000 FOR WORK. 


"In July, we submitted to the council 


an estimate of $470,000 as the amount 
necessary to carry out the work planned 
by tho department. This was submitted 
in detail and explanation* given of the 
work proposed and the savings to be 
made if certain of the Items wore al- 
lowed. In this estimate we included $10,- 
000 for an asphalt repair plant and J35,- 
000 for oiling. The council deemed it 
best and necessary to cut this amount to 
$426,000, and left It to us as to where 
the cut should be made. We cut out the 
asphalt plant for this year, and by care- 
ful revision and cutting down on all 
emergency Items, were able 
to 
leave 


$20,000 to the credit of the oiling account.

to January 1, and to make what savings 
were

months. 
"All available men were worked up to 


this time, and we figured • the amount 
necessary to carry .on tho work for the 
balance of the year. We find we can 
work our full force every day it la possi- 
ble and have a surplus of between $6000 
and $6000 to add "to'the oiling fund to 
be spent In the spring. This result could 
only have been obtained by Increased 
efficiency in the, force and is very grati- 
fying. 
"We are now Installing In the depart- 


ment a system of credits and demerits to 
be applied to oil employes. For any in- 
fraction of rules, soldiering on the Job, 
Insobriety, failure to report, etc., a sus- 
pension will be given varying with the 
gravity of the offense. Tho man will not 
be actually laid off, thus crippling the 
force,, but when his total 
suspensions 


amount to say 90 days, he will be fired. 
Theso demerits or suspensions can be 
worked oft by a clean record of felx 
months for ten .days, one year for thirty 
days, etc. Thfc oyatem Is new in mu- 
nicipal affairs, but has been in use by 
the railroads and a few larse 
corpora- 


tions. It "has proven satisfactory both to 
employe and employer where given a fair 
trial. Wo have realized Its need, but It 
has required a careful study of condi- 
tions and. a large amount of investiga- 
tion betoro wo could install It. 


WORK DOUBLED. 


"We have made many changes In the 


handling of business In the office. It lias 
been our policy to make no change that 
would not make things plainer and re- 
duce labor, All our betterments here 
have come from tho men themselves. We 
have practically the same office force as 
when I took the office, and are handling 
more than double the work. This was 
accomplished by syetemlzlng. cutting out 
duplication of work and by fixing re- 
sponsibility. I am perfectly safe in say- 
Ing that we have ihe best system of 
Indexing and filing of street contracts In

makes plainer the references pertaining 
to these contracts, but reduces the Umo 
of keeping these indexes fully 30 per 
cent.

"We had an ordinance passed -by the 


council which gives us control of ex- 
cavations in the streets and their repair. 
Before an excavation can be made a per- 
mit must be token out and a deposit 
made to cover the cost of repair. If the 
street is not .put back in good condition 
within a reasonable time, we do the work 
and take the cost out of the deposit. A 
system of inspection and reports will en- 
able us to give you better service In this 


but dlfl not here in Oakland. Our speclu- 
flcatlons on both kinds of pavement are 
very stiff and secure us good results. 
The prices we get are as low or lower 
than in other parts of the country for 
similar work. 
"I am trying to give you a business 


administration. We keep pretty busy all 
the time and try not to overlook any- 
thing that will be beneficial to you. It 
is gratifying to know that we are sup- 
ported by a great many of the people. I 
wish it were possible to please all the 
people."

Two or three times a week a fan writes 


to know about the 23 per cent Increase 
clause In the baseball contracts this year. 


Recently, at the suggestion of the minor 


leagues, 
the commission decided 
that 


major league clubs might offer players 
coming from the minors 25 per cent ad- 
vance over the stipends thoy received 
the previous year. They might offer thut. 
but are not compelled to do BO, but they 
are limited to 25 per cent. This contract 
Is to be In force 45 days only. After that 
period had elapsed, a n«w contract must 
be tendered calling for whatever sum la 
agreeable to the magnate and player. 
This was done to make it easier to un-
